A downtown paper has been flourishing headlines about a probe Into 
college sport. ^This word probe has becomo so frequent In use and Ihe results 
that are resultant are so revealing that It has now a iin.sloiis imIuiii- We 
are not declalnihig the facts that prol>cs lii certain directions are not needed, 
but the use of the wonl in this c.iso i.s out of place. If prubo means dirty 
linen then it should be left out in this instance. 

The enquiry in question is a coiniiiisslon of the Carnegie l-'ounOatluli for 
tlie Advancement of Teaching which makes a statement as follows: 

"It is hoped that the final report of the rounilatlon on American col- 
lege athletics will treat most or all of the following topics: administra- 
tion. Including organization and control, actual and Iheorctioal; sched- 
ules; finances, including the iifc of budgets and reports; the relation of 
faculties, alumni. :!nd iindeipi-adii.itcs to sporî. 

"The athletic, relations of schools to universities and colleges; eligi- 
bility; the work of conferences: Intercollegiate rivalry; Intramural or 
mass athletics; omphasl.i on athletics and other extra-curricular activi- 
ties; athletics and academic standing; training regimen; Inherited char- 
acterl.«tlca of .ithletes: the literature of athletics; athletics and educa- 
tion In general. 

"The Koundation if not engaged in an attempt to tnuckrahe college 
athletic.'^. The purpose of the inqniiy is first to ascertain and state the 
facts and then to suggest ways in which college athletics may bo 
strengthened and Improved."

On enqtilry in certain directions, wo find that some of the def.iiiUs of the 
class game? are caused by the players having had porsonal cards from the 
Dean of their faculty. Tliis should in no way deter tho class from putting 
in a team to fulfill their obligation as team play not necessarily for tho Idea 
of winning out, but for the fact of allowing as many aa wish to take part 
in college sport. It it is for the sole reason of having their class superior 
and only the stars to play then a new spirit must come over college sport.
